It wa* destined to become "a 
prize far which'the officers aad znea 
la the Napoleonic armies were raady 
to take the most desperate chances 
on the field of battle, and the xsaa 
upoa whose breast tha order was 
pinned by the emperor himself, after 
some hard woa victory, felt that no 
greater honor could b« bestowed upon 
him.- 


Whea Bonaparte proposed the crea- 


tion of aa order that should show by 
awardi the nation's gratitude for re- 
markable military and civil ^service. 
the old republicans made criticism 
that emblem*'and ribbons were but 
the baubles of monarchy. This. Na- 
poleoV* retort: "It Is with baubles 
that mea are led." 


Francols Ccppee speak* of the, In- 


auguration ot the Legion ot Hoaor as 
marked by two profoundly touching 
ceremonies; one celebrated In Paris. 
In the chapel ot the Invalldes. under 
the splendid dome fined with souven- 
irs of Louis XIV.; the other at the 
camp at Boulogne, where Napoleon 
took the Insignia of the new legion- 
aries from Bayard's shield and out ot 
Don Gacschla's casque.^ The Gallic 
writer goes oa to say, with trui Gallic 
fervor:, "From that hour, July.

Tbe order became such matter " of 
pride, object of devotion, that It was 
retained after the fan of Napoleon, 
although U experienced many altera- 
tions In the various political changes. 


You may remember Louis XIV. 


whea be came to the throne showed 
timidity about doing away entirely 
with the Legion of Honor, feared to 
bring down oa bis head wholesale en- 
popularity. He made.changes, bow- 
ever; reduced thev prerogatives, re- 
placed the effigy of Bonaparte by that 
of Henry IV, the eagle by the Bour- 
bon fieur-de-Jys, the came grand eagle 
changed to "grand cross. When the 
day of Louis Philippe came, this mon- 
arch was satisfied with substituting 
the tricolor flag for tha fteor-de-Iys 
oa the obverse of the cross. Napo- 
leon IIL made decided changes, but 
retained the character of the emblem 
a* reward for both military and civil 
service. After the fan of the second 
empire, the government of national 
defense Ujced a decree suppressing

aace of service tmder a toreiga gov- 
ernment 
without 
permlssioa. etc. 


The emblem originally bore the por- 


trait of Napoleon surmounted by aa 
Imperial crown. Coppee tells us. la 
the beginning the order comprised 11 
"cohorts,- each having a chief, seven 
grand officers, 20 majors—now called 
commanders—II 
officers 
and 
730 


legionaries. To each sraie_ salaries 
were attached, from the great eagle, 
who received 20,000 francs, to 
the 


simple chevalier, who obtained a mod- 
est pension. And two schools were 
established for the daughters of tha 
legionaries, oa whom the emperor re- 
served the right ot bestowing dowries. 
At their Initiation aa the members 
were required to pledge their support 
to the defense of the state aad of the 
liberties achieved by the revolution, 


la 1S3I the order numbered 4J.831 


members of all classes. By law ot 
1SJT the number of additional crosses 
to be distributed was fixed at 1M20. 
The Nation, commenting la IS93 on 
the change noticeable In the Legion 
of Honor—nearly one-halt the mem- 
bers civilians—the last quarter cen- 
tury of peace not giving opportunity 
for the military to perform acts 
worthy of glorification—speaks of the 
pitiful Jealousies aad heart burnings 
and Intrigues shown by the Parisians 
in their anxiety to obtain the decora- 
tion. Outsiders ridicule the way In 
which the decoratioa has beea made 
common. Mark Twaia. In typical 
Mark Twain fash!oa..says of tha em- 
blem: Few escape It. Government 
officials appeared to be afraid to re- 
fuse requests, as refusal might mean 
loss' of a rote. But tbe law of 1SJ7 
put a limit to the wholesale distribu- 
tion of honors and emoluments. 


The decoration • is conferred cpon 


foreigner*; women are eligible to tha 
Lonor, bat comparatively few have 
been decorated. Among foreiga mem- 
ber* of tha Lesion of Honor are a 
goodly number of Englishmen, llaay 
of the survivors of the Crimean war 
received the cross and red ribboa.

a route from Caledonia bay, on the At- 
lantic, to Darien harbor, oa the Pa 
dCc. To this* end the.United States 
steamship Cyanne was cent with as 
eiploring party to' Caledonia bay, 
while * British ship, the Virago, went 
to Darlen harbor to give assistance It 
needed. The'Cyanhe's party consisted 
of Lieutenant Isaac C. Strain, in com- 
mand; Passed Midshipmen Charles 


' Latlzaer an! William T. Truxtoa. First 


Assistant Engineer 3. M. Maury, M!d- 
shlprnaa H. U. Garland, a volunteer 
from the Cyance; A. T. Coggs, a. IL 
Kettlewell, J.'Sterritt Hollins. wto 
were assistant engineers, and Dr. J. 
C. Bird, surgeon. Mr. Maury was as- 
tronomer and secretary. . Senors Cas- 
tilla and Polanco went along as repre- 
sentatives of New Granada, in which 
"state the proposed route lay. Th« bal- 
ance of the party of twenty-seven con- 
sisted of tried seamen of the navy. 


Milled by Glsbome's maps and

The explorers were 
speedily Immersed In the tppoling 
diflcultles of a tropical country, ag 
granted by tieep precipices and deep 
canons. Holcorsby Winthrop. HoDIns, 
Dr. Bird and Roscoe strayed froa the 
column oa January 29 and were never 
heard of again.; Deeply as Strain felt 
for them, he was obliged to push oa 
after firing repeated signals for them 
to return. They found an Indian guide 
who appeared to be honest at thai 
time and said he would guide them to

The party struggled along the rock- 


stie'wa bed ot the Sucutetl. believing 
t to be the Savana. which would leal 
iem to relief and safety.

be left behind. The men did cot take 
care of their rations, the Grenadians 
bad thrown away theirs and there was 
but one day's supply remaining. The- 
ofScers had some food left, and this 
was divided among the party. Once 
more the march was resumed, the 
men struggling .wearily through the 
tllli and dense forests. 


Reluctantly Strain gave the order to 


return'to the river he" had left and 
there the first and last council of the 
party was held. The conclusion was 
reached that they were on tha Igle- 
slas. set down by Glsborne as a branch 
of the Sivana. . There was no'trail 
through the wilderness; three of the 
men and one of the Grenadlans were 
utterly worn out. A few plantains 
were found and divided. Eight birds 


began to appear oa the men and each 
was found to contain a "worm ot the

length. On the sixteenth day an add 
nut was discovered, but it destroyed 
the enamel ot the teeth and the diges- 
tive powers as welL Some turkeys
